Lemon Growers’ Structure, 
Built Nearly 50 Years Ago, 
Will Be Razed

New Facilities for Handling 
District’s Lemon Crop to 
Be Ready March, 1935 


Plans for the construction of 
two new buildings, calling for 
an expenditure of $100,000 were 
announced today by L. R. Brad- 
ley, manager of the Upland 
Lemon Growers association. 
One of the buildings will he

. to replace the landmark-—the old 


Lemon Growers. structure on 
Fourth avenue. The present build- 
is to be razed. Actual work on 


the office building will be started | 


soon. Demolishing the packing 
house—built more than 40 years 
ago—-will start in September. 
The new packing house will be 
finished by March 1, 1935. 

This construction work is part 
of a building plan endorsed by 
members of the association two 
years ago. Building of a storage 
house at that time was part of 
the construction program. 

Site of the office building has 
not been definitely decided. It 
will be approximately 28 feet by 
80 feet, of stucco construction. 

The new ‘packing house ‘will 
pe “L” in shape, extending from 


Fourth to Fifth avenues along 
A street, 100 feet wide from 
north to south, with the “L” 


extending 140 feet further north | 


on Fourth avenue. A basement 
will be under the structure, this 
toebe used for storage. On the 
main floor will be receiving, 
wasuing and packing facilities. 

When the building is completed 
the association will have storage 
facilities for 800 carloads of 
lemons, 

Razing of the packing hous¢ 
wili take away this district’s 
oldest structure and remove @ 
landmark dating back to the begin- 
ning of the citrus industry in 
western 
Part of the structure was erected 
50 years ago, the remainder 
about 40 years ago. 

Recognized as a “fire trap” 
and a structure that has outlived 
its usefulness, the old packing 
house will give way to a modern 
building, with all the latest cit- 
rus handling equipment. 

The office building will be 
centrally lecated to serve the 
association’s packing plant just 
south of the Santa Fe tracks 
and the new structure.

‘Savings During Year To Total 
At Least $1000, Report 
Today 


NEW BUDGET DUE SOON 


City Council Considers Many 
Routine Matters in Last 
Night's Session 


Expenditures by the city dur- 
ing the vear have not been as 
large as contemplated when the 
1933-34 budget was approved
